REFUSES TO AFFIRM OR DENY 


Dubois. Pa., Ju ly 
17.— Twenty-one 
miners were killed in an explosion in 
the shaft of the Cascade Coal and 
Coke company’s mine at Skyesvllle, 
nine miles from here. 
All the dead but three are foreign­ 
ers. 
The explosion was slight as evi­ 
denced by the small damage doue iu 
the mine, but the deadly afterdamp 
is resiHinsible for most of the d* aths. 
Three sets of brothers and a father 


and 
son 
are 
numbered 
among the 
dead. George aud John Meek and Nick 
Pavelick and his fifteen-year-old son 


w ere found by the rescuers locked in 
each others’ arms as though they em­ 
braced each other in their dying mo­ 
ments. 
None of the bodies was muti­ 
lated and only a few showed burns. 
Eleven of the men in one heading 
had apparently made ready to escape 
for they carried their dinner pails and 
were headed for the opening. 
The first intimation of the explo­ 
sion, at the surface, was when the 
safety door on the fan blew open and 
the machinery began to run wild 
It took some time to get to the 
scene of the accident, a mile and a 
half from the op* ning, because the 
rescuers were oblig* d to carry oxygen 
with them. 
The state police from Punxsutawney 
were called to police the vicinity of 
the shaft and when the bodies were 
brought out there was little distress 
or excitement. 
Neither mine officials nor mine in­ 
spectors are abit* to assign a cause for 
the explosion as there are no surviv­ 
ors from whom to gain an explanation, 
but it is the general belief that some 
of the men drilled into a packet of 
gas. 
The shaft is known as a nongaseous 
one and Fire Doss John Drown reports 
he was through the heading w here the 
explosion occurred but an hour before 
and found no traces of gas. 
Six men working in another head­ 
ing of the mine at the time of the ac­ 
cident knew nothing of the explosion 
until the compressed air stopped their 
drills and one man was knocked from 
his rock drill. 
They realized some­ 
thing had happened, but did not know 
the nature of it until they met a party 
of rescuers coming for them. 
When the rescue car of the bureau 
of mines arrived 
here 
its 
services 
were not needed as all the men were 
dead and th** air in the mine had been 
cleared.
